The Board of Education. 


At a meeting of the school district on the 13th dayof March, 1894, 
Mr. Joseph G. Carlton was chosen to fill the unexpired term of Mr. 
William F. Pinkham, resigned, and Mr. Frank O. Lamson was chos- 
en a member for three years. Mr. Joseph G. Carlton was chosen 
treasurer by the district. 


CENTER DISTRICT. 


Miss Lillie M. Butler taught the spring term of ten weeks. Miss 
Butler is a young lady of pleasing appearance, very thoroughly edu- 
cated and naturally endowed. with a talent for teaching, she won at 
once the love and respect of her scholars, and as a natural result was 
able to give them a very profitable term of school. 

The fall and winter of this school were under -the care of Miss 
Annie M. Curtis, of Lyndeborough, a teacher of wide experience in 
Southern New Hampshire. Miss Curtis is a young lady remark- 
ably well qualified for the position she occupied in this school. 


Wesr District. 


The spring term of ten weeks, was under the care of Miss Grace 
H. Smith of Mont Vernon. Miss Smith is a young lady of marked 
ability as a teacher, to which the fine appearance and rapid pro- 
gress of her school bore ample testimony. 

The fall and winter terms were under the charge of Miss Elhel M. 
Cleale of South Framingham, Mass. Miss Cleale came to this 
school without any previous experience as a teacher, but showed at 
once a marked ability to govern, and interest her scholars in their 
studies.
